Hoover Was 
for Self 
Reliance

WASHINGTON. (AP) - Two 


contradictions he revealed in his 
most critical moment would be 
enough 
to 
make 
President 


Hoover a fascinating figure in 
American history. 


He had seen and been a part 


"f the "orernment in World War 
II when, to survive and win, it 
went all-out in using its re- 
sources and controls. 


But — as president in the 


depression he stopped far short 
of going all-out in meeting the 
crisis which threatened devasta- 
tion worse than war. 


He organized and distributed 


relief for millions overseas dur- 
ing and after World War I. 


But — as President he would 


not give direct government help 
to the needy in the American 
depression. Why? The answer is 
in his philosophy. 


He 
preached 
self-reliance, 


calling 
it 
individualism. 
He 


thought all men should have 
equal opportunity for happiness 
and fulfillment. 
'This, he felt, required a mini- 
mum of interference by the 
government or dependence on 
it. 


It was the dominant view in 


the 19th century in which he 
grew up. It was not his own 
philosophy. He inherited it. 


There was a flaw in it which 


^neither he nor many others ever , __ . 
seemed to perceive: All men, I where Liberals, 
because of differences in birth

Hope needs good streets and 


must have them if we are ever 
to have the kind of a. communi- 
ty a lot of us would like. The 
street you mentioned, and sev- 
eral other very important streets 
have never had a majority of 
people -willing 'to pave, even 
with the assistance the City will 
offer. There is no way we can 
force them to pave. Some resir 
dents in most all of these areas 
nave at one time or another 
tried to get their neighbors to 
form an improvement district 
so they could force the remain- 
ing owners. Several of these are 


equal opportunities. 


The view was rooted in 18th 


century France and England 
where men like Adam Smith felt 
government controls had be- 
come oppressive and were sti- 
,fjing .the development of men 
and nations. 


In his "Wealth of Nation" in 


1776 
Smith became the great 


spokesman for a minimum of 
government interference, then 
let-alone 
philosophy 
which 


swept the Western world. 


Thomas Jefferson 
and An- 


drew Jackson 
felt the same 


way. 
But Jefferson and Smith 


and others like them — from 
before Cicero up till now — 
were not completely realistic. 


They had a mystical belief in 


a "natural law" — more impor- 
tant than any man-made law to 
the contrary — that men were 
not only equal but had a natural | moved there. 


right to equal opportunity. 


This assumption was so prev- 


alent in their time it is hardly a 
coincidence that in the same 
year, 1776, Smith wrote his book 
and Jefferson wrote the Dec- 
laration of Independence. 


Without their belief in "nalu 


ral law" it seems impossible 
thai Smith could have produced 
the "Wealth of Nations" 
or 


Jefferson 
the 
Declaration of 


Independence. 


Nor was it odd in a practical 


way that Jefferson and Jackson 
wanted 
limited 
government. 


They were living in an 
early 


America, mostly agricultural, 
where people could be and often 
had to be self-dependent. 


Theirs was a different Ameri- 


ca from this one, heavily in- 
dustrialized, with most people in 
cities, and therefore interdepen- 
dent. 


The Jefferson-Jackson view 


held up to the Civil War and 
was 
parallelled in 
England 


where Liberals, 
anxious 
for 


freedom 
in 
all 
directions, 


warred 
against 
government 


involvement or intrusions. 


Here the let-alone philosophy 


took a turn after the Civil War. 
With industrialization 
leaping 


ahead, business got a lot of 
help, directly or indirectly, from 
the government and the Su- 
preme Court right up to the 
depression. 


There were other voices, less 


predominant in the 19th century i 
but infinitely more intluential in 
this one, who talked government 
responsibility. They had to wait 
years to be vindicated. Hoover 
absorbed some of that, too. 


It explains why, although he 


slopped far short of using all the 
government's resources in the 
depression, he went further to 
combat it than any depression 
president in history.

Hoover Was 
for Self 
Reliance

WASHINGTON (AP) - Two 


contradictions he revealed in his 
most critical moment would be 
enough 
to 
make 
President 


Hoover a fascinating figure in 
American history. 


He had seen and been a part 


"f the government in World War 
II when, to survive and win, it 
went all-out in using its re- 
sources and controls. 


But — as president in the 


depression he stopped far short 
of going all-out in meeting the 
crisis which threatened devasta- 
tion worse than war. 


He organized and distributed 


relief for millions overseas dur- 
ing and after World War I. 


But — as President he would 


not give direct government help 
to the needy in the American 
depression. Why? The answer is 
m his philosophy. 


He 
preached 
self-reliance, 


calling 
it 
individualism. 
He 


thought all men should have 
equal opportunity for happiness 
and fulfillment. 
'This, he felt, required a mini- 
mum of interference by the 
government or dependence on 
it. 


It was the dominant view in 


the 19th century in which he 
grew up. It was not his own 
philosophy. He inherited it. 


There was a flaw in it which

But Jefferson and Smith 
and others like them — from 
before Cicero up till now — 
were not completely realistic. 


They had a mystical belief in 


a "natural law" — more impor- 
tant than any man-made law to 
the contrary — that men were. „.,..„ nnilv.H 
not only equal but had a natural j moved there. 


riprht to equal opportunity. 


This assumption was so prev- 


alent in their time it is hardly a 
coincidence that in the same 
year, 1776, Smith wrote his book 
and Jefferson wrote the Dec- 
laration of Independence. 


Without their belief in "nalu 


ral 
law" it seems impossibio 


that Smith could have produced 
the "Wealth of Nations" 
or 


Jefferson 
the 
Declaration of 


Independence. 


Nor was it odd in a practical 


way that Jofferson and Jackson 
wanted 
limited 
government. 


They were living in an 
early 


America, mostly agricultural, 
where people could be and often 
had to be self-dependent. 


Theirs was a different Ameri- 


ca from this one, heavily in- 
dustrialized, with most people in 
cities, and therefore interdepen- 
dent. 


The Jefferson-Jackson 
view 


held up to the Civil War and 


in 
England 


, 
anxious 
for 


freedom 
in 
all 
directions, 


warred 
against 
government 


involvement or intrusions. 


Here the let-alone philosophy 


took a turn after the Civil War. 
With industrialization 
leaping 


ahead, business got a lot of 
help, directly or indirectly, from 
the government and the Su- 
preme Court right up to the 
depression. 


There were other voices, less 


predominant in the 19th century 
but infinitely more influential in 
this one, who talked government 
responsibility. They had to wait 
years to be vindicated. Hoover 
absorbed some of that, too. 


It explains why, although he 


stopped far short of using all the 
government's resources in the 
depression, he went further to 
combat it than any depression 
president in history,

Amendment

Industry Gap

LITTLE ROCK (AP) —Boost- 


ers of industrial development in 
Arkansas hailed Act 9 on 1960 
as the ultimate weapon in in- 
dustrial financing. They said it 
made the state's arsenal com- 
plete. 


But a gap has shown up in the 


last few years and proposed 
Amendment 52 is the means of 
fillin it. 


Act,9 is excellent for financing 


large industries with 
an ex- 


cellent credit rating. Amend- 
ment 49, adopted in 1958, takes 
care of smaller industries in 
areas with a tax base .that will 
provide an adequate bond issue 
on the five-mill tax limit im- 
posed by the amendment. 


But what about the area flirt- 


ing with a plant too small to 
qualify for Act 9 bonds and too 
large for adequate financing un- 
der Amendment 9. 


Amendment 52 would permit 


the legislature to set up an in- 
dustrial financing district, in- 
cluding portions or two or more 
counties to broaden the tax base 
so it will support a large enough 
bond issue. 


It does the same thing for 


hospitals which now must be 
run by one county with many 
counties too small to support a 
hospital 
without 
help. 
The 


amendment also increases the 
maximum tax which can be 
levied for hospital bonds from 
fve to six mills. 


The amendment has another 


feature for counties where po- 
litical power may be divided 
between two or more areas. An 
industrial or hospital district 
can be set up with an area of 
a county, removing the neces- 
sity for a county-wide vote on a 
bond proposal. Some bond is- 
sues, especially those for hospi- 
tals, have .been defeated be- 
cause the hospital would benefit 
only one section 
of a county 


and residents of other areas 
didn't want to pay for it. 


Under Amendment 52, the tax- 


would be collected only in that 
section of the county which vot- 
ed for it. 


The amendment was written 


by, Woodruff County Rep. Jack 
Oakes, chairman of the Arkan- 
sas Economic Expansion Study 
Commission 
and a long-time 


booster of industrial develop- 
ment, 


Oakcs tried unsuccessfully to 


get the 1961 legislature to refer 
the amendment to the ballot. He 
lost the fight, but he came right 
back and got legislative approv- 
al in 1963. 


There is no apparent opposi- 


tion to Amendment 52.

We left Hope at 7:10 Thurs- 


day morning, October 22, and 
returned1 Saturday night.

northern trip was made by way

Springs, 
Russellville, 


Harrison, and then 40 miles r 
west into Eureka. . 


We came home by what looks 


on the map to be the direct 
route— Huntsville, Ozark, Boone- 
yille, Danville, ML Ida 'and 
Nasliville.
